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Edwin M. Clark Tells 
Freeholders That 
Plan Would Have 
Best Chance Among 
Voters. | 


Formation of a metropolitan 
district, one of the four means 
available for adjusting inter- 
governmental relations between 
St. Louis and St. Louis county, 
has the best chance of being ac- 
cepted by the voters, Edwin 
M. Clark, president of South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., 
told the freeholders last night. 

Clark recommended that the 
proposed district government 
be empowered to administer 
several area-wide functions in- 
cluding traffic and transporta- 
tion control, rubbish and gar- 
bage disposal, fire and police 
protection, courts and penal 
institutions, land use, planning 
and zoning. 


Clark, one of the five co- 
chairmen of the Citizens Com- 
mittee on City-County Co- 
operation, a group organized 
to support the freeholders’ 
efforts, spoke at their tele- 
vised public hearing at Educa- 
tional Station KETC.

“That would be ideal,” he 
said. “There is no question but 
that is the most practical solu- 
tion. but it is doubtful the 
political bodies would go along 
with it. Certainly, office hold- 
ers would oppose it.” Re-entry 
of the city into the county 
would eliminate certain county- 
type public offices now operat- 
ing in St. Louis, such as those 
of the sheriff, assessor, license 
collector, coroner and recorder 
of deeds. 

He held little hope for voter 
acceptance of the other meth- 
ods provided in the Constitu- 
tion, that of outright merger 
of the city and’ county into 
political entity under the city’s 
present governmental struc- 
ture, or enlargement of the city 
by annexing part of the county. 

He urged the freeholders to 
apply one test to any proposal 
they contemplate submitting to 
the voters: “Will it give the 
citizens better service at less 
cost?” 

Cites Costly Duplication. 

Clark cited costly duplication 
of services by the presently 
divided city and county, which 
he said could be eliminated by 
a metropolitan district direct- 
ing. the functions on an area- 
wide basis. 

“There are empty beds in St 
Louis's city hospitals, and here 
in the county we are begging 
money and bonds to build hos- 
pital additions,” he said. “And 
] daresay in five years some- 
one else will be urging that 
another hospital be built.” 

Clark said he suspected con- 
solidation of the services under 
a district authority would not 
be popular with the heads of 
the hospital systems. 

“They would be afraid they 
would lose their jobs,” he said. 

He warned county residents 
that increasing population 
would be accompanied by prob- 
lems requiring increased pub- 
lic expenditures. Crime rates 
will rise as county slums de-: 
velop, “and we'll have slums— 
and they'll be bad ones,” Clark 
said. Costly incinerators will 
have to be “splattered all over 
the county” to dispose of ris- 
ing volumes of trash and gar- 
bage. he said, “and that little 
jail in the county is not going 
to suffice.” 

H. Jackson Daniel, another 
of the citizens’ committee co- 
chairmen and president of the 
Council of Chambers of Com- 
merce of St. Louis county, also 
warned that taxes “are spiral- 

ing to finance the costs of gov- 


ernment” in the county and 
municipalities within the 
county. 


“The problem is accentuated 
bv the increasing demand for 
‘big city’ services from citizens 
who are accustomed to them, 
in a community that, because 
of its essential residential char- 
acter. cannot afford to provide 
the services without constantly 
raising the tax rate,” he said. 

He said re-entry of the city 
into the county would provide 
the county with a needed 
broadened tax base, and sta- 
bilize taxes and land values in 
the county so additional city 
residents could afford to estab- 
lish homes there. The city 1s 
the logical site for industries 
and the county for homes, 
Daniel said.

The More Dangerous Wav 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The national campaign now be- 
ing waged to shore up the system 
of racial injustice has been aided 
by confusions often shared by 
both sides of the controversy 

Discrimination in publicly-sup- 
ported institutions is quite dif- 
ferent from discrimination § in 
private institutions. The issue at 
stake now is equal rights to polit- 
ical participation, equal protec- 
tion before the law, and equal 
participation in those facilities 
supported by taxes upon all the 
people. 

We may condemn the hypocrisy 
and moral failure of segregated 
churches, clubs or private 
schools But legal attack is not 
appropriate to this very different 
problem Of course any school 
ceases to be private when its 
pupils are supported from taxes 
levied upon the public 

It is irrelevant to cite the wide 
public support for laws denving 
equal political participation, equal 
protection before the law. or 
equal participation in facilities 
supported by taxes upon all the 
people. The laws of a constitu 
tional democracy must be judged 
by their consistency with the con- 
stitutional framework 

If Gov. Faubus wants to car 
nut the wishes of that temporary 
and sectional majority which does 
not believe in what the Constitu- 
tion guarantecs, he is morally ob- 
ligated to lead a movement to 
change the Constitution 
of us would abhor that move, but 
it is less dangerous to that “peace 
and tranquilitv’ which he claims 
to cherish than demagogic at- 
tempts to circumvent the verv 
principle of law and the instru- 
ments of its interpretation

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Gibbons Leaves the Stand 


Harold J. Gibbons, local Teamster boss 
and right-hand man of James R. Hoffa, has 
ended his appearance before the McClellan 
committee—at least for the time being— 
leaving many questions unanswered but hav- 
ing shown himself an adroit fencer, especially 
with committee counsel Robert Kennedy. 

As the head of his union, Gibbons acknowl- 
edged broad responsibility for activities in 
its behalf. Yet he frequently denied direct, 
personal responsibility, citing his depend- 
ence on subordinates. He repudiated violence 
as a labor weapon, and he denied that he 
had ever countenanced what might be called 
a “goon squad.” He pointed out that he had 
been investigated by a grand jury, but not 
indicted. 

The witness contended at one point that if 
there were hoodlums in his union, that was 
the responsibility of employers who hired 
them and thus compelled the union to admit 
them. At another point he said he tried to 
clear hoodlums out of the union and armed 
his business agents in doing so. He dis 
trusted the police, he said. 

These answers hardly explain such events 
as the dumping of a cab into the river and 
beatings given union dissidents, nor do they 
absolve Gibbons of responsibility for what 
happened under his leadership. They do ex- 
pose contradictions in a philosophy which 
deplores violence but also suggests that in 
strikes unionists sometimes act as the people 
do in time of war—a comparison sharply 
disallowed by the committee. 

Probably his most important admission, not 
made without qualification, was that Ken- 
nedy had made a good case against the legal- 
ity of his election to the top job in Local 688. 
Gibbons won this election. with Carnival 
Workers’ votes, and it has been challenged 
by E. E. (Gene) Walla. Gibbons offered to 
hold another election, but he did not offer 
to throw out the disputed ballots 

This is the aspect of his affairs which is 
most likely to be brought to an early judicial 
determination. It has attracted the attention 
of the court-appointed monitors of the Team- 
sters union. It could be a key. to far-reach- 
ing change. It seems probable, too, that the 
monitors will give close attention to the 
$78,000 paid to officers of the old AFL local 
absorbed by the Gibbons organization. And 
there is the testimony regarding so-called 
“sweetheart” contracts, signed without con- 
sultation of the workers supposedly bene- 
fited. 

Congress undoubtedly will have to face 
the consequences of such testimony once 
again in the form of legislation to correct 
labor abuses. Certainly such a bill should 
include provisions for fair secret elections, 
and for adequate reporting of the use of 
wnion funds 

The McClellan committee can only make 
legislative recommendations after Congress 
again convenes. But it has left leads for 
other authorities to follow, and has offered 
reputable unionists much food for thought. 


Good Idea Spreads 


Competition is the life of politics as well as 
trade. A month ago the United Young Dem- 
ocrats of St. Louis County were holding meet- 
ings for the study of such then current con- 
gressional issues as reciprocal trade and mu- 
tual security. Now the St. Louis County 
Young Republicans Club has had the fore- 
sight to hold a panel discussion on flood 
control and related matters in the Meramec 
river valley. For the panel it obtained the 
expert opinion of representatives of the 
United States Army Engineers, the Missouri 
Conservation Commission, the Meramec Basin 
Corp. and the Kaskaskia Valley Association. 
Since Thomas Holling, president of the coun- 
ty's Young Republicans Club, says other meet- 
ings on current topics are planned, suburban 
residents can count on similar panels to help 
them develop informed opinions on contro- 
versial issues. 


Evolution of the Mile 


The thin Australian, Herb Elliott, has run 
the mile in 3 minutes, 55.4 seconds. It was 
the tenth time he had run the mile in less 
than 4 minutes. Ho hum. We would only 
point out that he is doing what once was 
thought impossible. 

In 1864 the mile record was set by Charles 
Lawes of England in 4:56. Thirty years later 
an American, Thomas Conneff, brought the 
record down to a respectable 4:15.6. In 1934, 
Glenn Cunningham of Kansas set a time of 
4:06.7. and later ran a “‘measured” mile in 
close to 4 minutes flat but that did not count. 
This was a period of fine milers but nobody 
thought a 4minute mile very likely. 

So then came Roger Bannister of England, 
first to go under 4 minutes, only four years 
ago. Since then the record has been re- 
duced five times by three different men, and 
thrice by Herb Elliott. His coach now thinks 
a 3:00 mile will be run soon. 

Records may be made to be broken, but 
isn't there a limit to human ability and en- 
durance somewhere? We will no longer bet 
on it. Furthermore, there are all kinds of 
miles—statute, nautical and prairie, in ascend- 
ing order of length. Maybe there is an 
Elliott mile. It would seem shorter than al! 
the rest. 


Second Campus for S.1.U. 


Population statistics show that approxi- 
mately one person in four in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area lives in adjacent Illinois. 
Madison and St. Clair counties together al- 
ready have a population of more than 600,000. 
Both are growing rapidly. This makes the 
wise and careful placing of a proposed second 
campus for Southern [Illinois University a 
matter of urgent concern for the entire area. 

Unwilling to propose such a step without 
able and disinterested advice, the S.1.U. Board 
of Trustees engaged outside professional edu- 
cators, architects and engineers to study and 
forecast probable needs and recommend pos- 
sible sites. These studies have been com- 
pleted and the first choice site announced. 
It is an area of 2600 acres about two miles 
southwest of Edwardsville, between Highway 
66, an extension of Highway 157, the Illinois 
Terminal tracks and Poag road.. The area 
consists of wooded upland, rough hills and 
cultivated bottomland, about 15 miles from 
the present S.1.U. residence center in Alton 
or from the center in East St. Louis. 

One study estimates that if a second 
State University campus is developed as 
projected it will be accommodating 8500 to 
9000 students in the next 10 years. It takes 
no prophet to foresee that such an education-

al improvement would mean a great deal to 
the Madison-St. Clair area culturally, socially 
and economically. It promises to be a major 
asset for the entire regiqn. 


Before Oct, 31 


Now that Britain, Russia and the United 
States agree to at least the general proposi- 
tion that there should be a conference Oct. 31 
on cessation of nuclear tests, the hard work 
should begin immediately. And hard work 
there will be. So much so that the world at 
large must devoutly hope the principal pow- 
ers will not become involved in a discredit- 
able hassle over the meeting place and other 
relatively trivial mechanical details, as has 
happened too often before. 

There are many matters on which work 
should be carried some distance forward 
prior to a high-level conference. How should 
the 180 control stations considered necessary 
be apportioned among nations and where 
should they be located? How many of the 
personnel should be native and how many 
may be from other countries? How shall it 
be arranged for the inspection personnel to 
enjoy the necessary freedom of movement? 
These are only some of the questions which 
the recent conference of East-West techni- 
cians at Geneva did not decide in agreeing 
it was technically possible to police a bar-on 
nuclear tests. 

By all odds the most nettlesome question 
which will confront the Oct. 31 conferees is 
that of China. No international control sys- 
tem would be adequate unless it took in the 
vast territory of China. The conference of 
technicians said so, and anyone's common 
sense will tell him so. Inclusion of China is 
certain to be insisted upon by the Soviet 
Union. But whether it were or not, the 
Western powers should have to content them- 
selves with an exceedingly imperfect organi- 
zation for the detection of nuclear tests if 
they agreed to a world control system without 
China in it. 

What, then, is to be the Wests response to 
this problem? As a purely practical matter, 
the conference will be foredoomed to failure 
unless the United States is willing to deal 
with the Peiping Government and unless the 
Western powers as a whole are willing to face 
the issue of admitting China to the United 
Nations. The only possible results otherwise 
would be stalemate or a control system with 
so much lacking that no one could take it 
seriously. 

lf either of these results is to be the fruit 
of the conference, it would be better not to 
hold the discussion at all. It could only cre- 
ate a scene of recrimination and frustration, 
and an aftermath of deepening disappoint- 
ment. It behooves the United States to know 
iis own mind, and the minds of the countries 
that are its friends, on this prickly point of 
China, well in advance. 

Do we value the present policy of non-rec- 
ognition more than a world agreement to stop 
nuclear testing, or do we value it less? For 
whether by clear decision or confused default, 
we are bound to answer this thorny question 
one way or the other. 


Ahead But Not Dominant 

The one weapons system in which the 
United States has a marked supremacy 1s 
that based on the atomic submarine. The De- 
fense Department has had a field day calling 
attention to the Nautilus and Skate, which 
recently made the first passages under the 
North Pole. This has served to push into 
the background the missile deficiencies about 
which so much has been heard. But it should 
be realized that even in the undersea area 
the United States is not completely dominant. 

It must be remembered that while this 
country has the atomic submarine it is a 
long way from having a ballistic missile. such 
as Soviet Russia has which can be fired from 
under water and for several hundred miles 
inland. Although Russia has no atomic sub- 
marines it may turn up with them at any 
time. America’s defenses against the pres- 
ent Soviet fleet of 450 submarines are termed 
inadequate by the Underseas Warfare Ad- 
visory Panel of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy. The panel reported two 
weeks ago: “Our existing defensive system 
could not stop such a missile atack.” It also 
said present research and development in 
anti-submarine warfare was inadequate. 

This week a report from Ottawa said that 
the polar trips had alarmed the Canadian 
Navy. It now is concerned with the enormous 
problem of how to prevent submarines from 
approaching Canada under the polar ice and 
slipping down Hudson and James bays to a 
point only 600 miles north of Toronto 

Thus it is apparent there is no reason for 
complacency despite the good showings made 
by the Nautilus and Skate. Possessing a new 
weapon is far from enough. Means to counter 
it also have to be found. And even the 
means for countering the conventional sub- 
marine, of which Russia has so many, are 
very far from certain. 


Examples to Young Arkansans 


The 40-odd young Arkansans at Van Buren 
High School who are behaving like juvenile 
delinquents are the victims of bad examples 
Their misbehavior in threatening and in- 
sulting 13 Negro students was to a major ex- 
tent invited by Gov. Faubus, by adults who 
voted in the recent election for Governor. 
and by the order of United States District 
Judge Harry J. Lemley which would have 
put off integration two and a half years 

The influence of Gov. Faubus in encour- 
aging these minors to disorder was plainly 
revealed in their telegram to him informing 
him they were boycotting school and appeal- 
ing for his support. An overwhelming ma- 
jority of Arkansas voters gave approval to 
the Faubus influence by re-electing him Gov- 
ernor. The Lemley order, as the United 
States Court of Appeals said in setting it 
aside, would “amount to an open invitation 
to elements in other districts” to obtain stays 
on similar grounds by committing violence. 

When their elders behave in this way, what 
is to be expected of youngsters who are only 
just now struggling toward the wisdom and 
mental balance of maturity’? This is not to 
absolve them altogether, for students in many 
other towns in Arkansas, and in the Van 
Buren Junior High School as well, did not 
yield to bad example, but provided a good 
one of their own. Nevertheless, the invita- 
tion to disorder is there. Parents and elders 
who are responsible for it may well ask them- 
selves whether the results promise to produce 
the kind of men and women they would wish 
their sons and daughters to become.

That is the estimate with which

Surveys directed at solution 
of metropolitan area problems 
have tended to emphasize in- 
adequacies and put todo little 
stress on how the various parts 
of an area have been able to 
get along, John C, Bollens. re- 
search director for the 1956-57 
Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 
said here yesterday. 

He spoke at a panel on 
metropolitan area government 
at the fifty-fourth annual meet- 
ing of the American Political 
Science Association at Hotel 
Sheraton-Jefferson. The three- 
day meeting, attended by more 
than 1000 political scientists 
closed today. 

Bollens, associate professor 
of political science at the 
University of California at 
Los Angeles, said an under- 
Standing of the harmonious 
aspects of intra-community re- 
lationships should be a start- 
ing point for any survey 

This discovery, he acknowl- 
ecged, was “an after-thought 
of our work in St. Louis.” but 
findings along this line were 
incorporated in the survey 
report. 

Unfounded Fears. 

The over-dramatization of 
metropolitan area problems 
has been accompanied by un- 
founded fears that catastrophe 
was in prospect unless drastic 
steps are taken, Bollens assert- 
ed. 

Objective should be the solu- 
tion of mutual problems be- 
tween the core city and outfy- 
ing areas, and the fact that 
many of the problems “lie at 
the door of the suburbs”

Political clock turns back as Fascist 
salute flashes again in Italy, with group 
paying homage to Mussolini at bust 
laced above his grave at Predappie 
last Sunday.
